N, W. Falrbanks,
H, W. Cannon, Mrs, Nelson Palge, ex-
Secretary Bliss and ladles of thelr fam-
Ilies accompanied Mr, MeKinley to the
latter ploce,

At Brunswick, all the ships, Including
three Spanish vessels, saluted the Pres-
ident’s cutter, the Colfax., Ii. H. Ray-
mond, southern manager of the Mallory
llne, from the blg steamer Rlo Grande,
ablnze with bunting, eame aboard, nand
presented to the Presldent o good sized
Spanish flag, from the * bark Tafalla,
which hed been waved In szlute as the
Presldent’s boat stenmed down the har-
hor to Jekyl Island last Monday. It
was. accompanied by the following
note;

“This (s the first Spanlsh flng to sa-
lute Willlnm MeKinley after the con-
clusion of penee between  the United
States and Spain, and is now presented
to the President at Brunswick, Ga.,
Muarch 20, 1889, with the compllmenty of
Resend» Torras, late vice-consul of
Spaln.”

The courtesy greatly plensed Presi-
dent MeKinley., The presidentinl por-
ty was given o parting cheer, and pull-
ed out of Brunswick at 1:45 and Con-
ductor Joseph Palmer, ir., of the Plant
system, landed his distingulshed pas-
sengers In Thomasville at 5:35.  The
presidential party drove at once to Sen-
ator Hanna's, and rested durlng  the
evening.

EIGHTEEN DEAD.

Three More Bodies Recovered From
Windsor Hotel Rulns,

NEW YORK, March 22,—What are
supposed to be remuine of three bodies
were taKen out of the Windsor hotel
ruins at o late hour to-night, These
three bring the list of dead to elghteen.

These who examined the re-
maing thought they were the boncs
of ‘an adult and a boy, the latter
belng possibly the elevator boy, War-
ren Guion, who is among the missing,
The remalns have been taken to the
maorgue, '

The flve bodles that were recovered
on Monday or Tuesday or what remains
of them are still at the morgue. One
has partly been ldentlfied by two of the
hotel employes as that of Mrs, Marga-
ret Auze. of New York, but this identl-
fleation s not consldered conclusive,

MURDER MYSTERY SOLVED.

An Ex-Convict Arrested for a Crime
Committed in 1804,

NEW YORK, March 2. —James BIll-
lings, n negro ex-coovict, was ar-
rested In Brooklyn to-day on the charge
of having killed Susle AMartin in the
distriet known as “Hell's Kltchen," In
1594,  Dllllngs' arrest was brought
about by the confesslon of Willlam
Johnson, a negro conviet, whose sen-
tence at Sing Sing has just explred.

The Susle Martin murder created a
grent sensation.  She disappenred from
her home, No. 656 Eleventh avenue, on
Murch B, 1804, Eleven days later her
headless and limbless body was found
in a Thirty-ninth street cellar, the lden-
tifleation belng made by a portion of the
clothing,

Almost & year !ater the little girl's
skull was dlscovered in o heap of rub-
Lish, In o cellur at No, 460 West Forty-
slxth street.  Detectlves worked nlght
and day, but falled to discover the
murderer. Now Johnson says that the
murder confessed to him soon  after
the commlssion of the erlme.

The gullty man, according to John-
son's story, came to hiz home about o
week before the girl's mutllated body
was discovered.  His clothing was cov-
ered with bloed, and he said ke had been
fn o fight In "“Hell's Kltchen.!" Johnson
snys he gave the man o clean shirt and
& palr of trousers, and the bloodstalned
clothing was enrrled awny.

After Busle Martin's body had  heen
discoversd, Johnson declares his friend
confessed, The man sald he was Intoxi-
eated, when he met the girl in Thirty-
ninth street,  He dragged her Into the
cellar, and after assaulting her choked
her to death nnd then eat up her body
#0 nobody could tell who ghe was,
